Accomplished and success- 
ful iu bis profetmioD, yet he possessed traits of 
character which, as they stood out isolated, 
were noble even In depravity, He was reputed 
to be the handsomest and most perfectly formed 
man that bad ever been uuen—tall, majestic, 
possessing strength and agility unequalled. In 
single combat none could withstand his physical 
powers.—Having been a email boy myself nt the 
time of hi* career, a resident, too, ot the neigh- 
borhood, I well remember the fearful stories uf 
his exploits, and can attest to his manly appear- 
ance, from accidentally seeing him an he puised 
by tbe home of my boyhood. 
He measured at 


least twenty-four inches across the shoulders, 
was over six feet in height, and altogether of 
full proportions; yet his bauds and feet so small 
and delicate that the securest irons or shackles 
could be slipped over them. 
Owing to this 


peculiarity he so often escaped irom prison. It 
is said of him that he never committed murder, 
nor allowed it to be done by his companions. 


On one occasion, after perpetrating a robbery, 


his friend Connelly proposed to kill the victim, 
alleging that " dead man tell no tales." Lewis 
remonstrated, and Connelly persisted. Finally, 
when tbe bloody deed was about beiug consum- 
mated, Lewis seized his rifle, and commanded 
Connelly to desist, or bis life should instantly 
pay the forfeit. He did so coweriiigly, and the 
man escaped in thankfulness, minus only filthy 
lucre. 
On another occasion be went to n coun- 


try-house for the purpose of plunder 
Finding 


it inhabited by tin elUery widow lady, he told 
her hia business.
